DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Seen on the subway last Thursday heading 
from Sag Harbor to Bridgehampton were Mort 
Zuckerman of East Hampton, John Catsimatidis 
of East Quogue and Jimmy Finkelstein of 
Southampton, all reading a copy of the 
New York Daily News together. Seen on the 
subway traveling from Westhampton to Quiogue 
on Saturday morning was New Jersey Governor 
Chris Christie. He has some nerve riding our 
subway after turning down the Hudson Tubes 
expansion. He’s looking for a subway line 
for Newark? 


BREECHES BUOY 
The Hampton Bays platform will be painted next 
Wednesday and the station will be closed all day 
to let it dry. 

For those who MUST use the subway there, 
we have rigged up a “breeches buoy,” which is 


a clothesline extending from the token booth 
roof to high on the far track wall. A pulley affair 
has been set up, with a paramedic rescue chair 
hanging from it. Just get in the chair and you will 
be hauled out hand over hand over the paint, 
no charge to you, so when you get to the train 
there, you just hop off and in. 

This is only for people getting ON the train in 
Hampton Bays, not OFF. No one will be allowed 
off while the paint is drying so if you’re inside, 
don’t get excited and bang on the doors. You’ve 
been told. 


PUSHER CHIEF WANTED 
This weekend, we begin the summer-long 
program where strong young people wearing 
helmets, chest protectors and boxing gloves 
push the crowds from the platforms onto the 
trains at all the stations. But our Chief Pusher 
from last year is unavailable (serving 90 days for 
fighting in front of O’Leary’s Bar in East Quogue). 
The Chief Pusher coordinates the actions of the 
22 regular pushers at our 11 stations by phone 
from our headquarters in Hampton Bays. 

It’s a tough job. But it pays well. Call our office 
to find out more and to state your qualifications. 


SLEEPING MOTORMEN 

How do Hampton Subway trains stay within the 
speed limits? As you probably know, Hampton 
Subway has flagmen on the tracks who wave 
red flags for stop and green flags for go at all 
the oncoming trains. As a secondary job, if 
they look through a train window and see a 
motorman looking sleepy, they wave both flags 
in a crisscross patterns over their heads and 
scowl and it gets them to once again pay close 
attention to what they are doing. Meanwhile, we 
are now putting into place a computer system, 
which, by July, will be able to automatically slow 
down a subway if it becomes a runaway. So all 
is well. 


COMMISSIONER ASPINALL’S MESSAGE 

Next Tuesday is Ivan Kratz’s birthday. Born 
in 1899, Mr. Kratz was the forward-looking 
wealthy construction contractor who in 
1932 stole massive amounts of building 
materials while building the Lexington Avenue 
line for the City of New York. Aware the Feds 
were on to him, he had trucks cart all this 
material out east to the Hamptons where he 
announced the founding of Hampton Subway 
and then dug down and buried that material 
underground as a subway system. Hampton 
Subway never opened on his watch, however, as 
he was arrested anyway and jailed for the rest 
of his life for that theft and also other things 
such as stealing from the poor, murder and 
accumulating massive amounts of New York City 
parking tickets. Hampton Subway, discovered 
accidentally during a superfund site dig in Sag 
Harbor, opened in 1998. Anyway, Happy Birthday 
Ivan Kratz, wherever you are. @B.

PARKING COMPLAINT RAISED 

A group of irate motorists disrupted a planning 
session in Sag Harbor, where details were 
being worked out regarding parking in the 
village in the lead-up to Memorial Day. Police 
were called to maintain order. The motorists 
were upset because, while the authorities were 
attending to tightening restrictions on parking 
time limits in village lots, they were doing 
nothing to address the issue of “undesirable 
cars” sharing parking areas with expensive 
cars. Whitney Ogden Oates Ill, who pointed out 
that he was missing a very important business 
dinner with his friend Derwood Hodgegrass 
to attend the planning session, acted as a 
representative for the complainants: “When 
we come into town—to spend a lot of money, 
I might add—we find ourselves being forced to 
park our beautiful Aston-Martins and Bentleys 
next to plain old Chryslers and Chevrolets. It’s 
humiliating, and it interferes with the strong 
impression that our superior life achievements 
should make on others. Why, the other day, the 
only place I could find to park the silver Rolls- 
Royce was next to a dirt-brown minivan. People 
couldn’t even see the Rolls behind that cheap 
monstrosity!” Numerous attendees echoed 
Oates’s statement, and authorities promised to 
consider establishing a more exclusive parking 
lot for vehicles costing $100,000 and up. 


ESCAPE REPORTED 

Finn Razorwire, Chief Warden of the Wainscott 
workhouse, reported that five inmates at the 
correctional facility had escaped last Friday. 
In his official report, Razorwire noted that the 
escapees, who range in age from 6 to 14, were 
last seen on Friday morning when they were 
sent to the village, shackled together at the 
ankle, with instructions to “fetch Master 
Razorwire a nice joint of mutton, a dozen 
saveloys and a flagon of gin.” When the boys 
didn’t return after three hours, Razorwire 
released his ravening hounds to track them 
down—to no avail. The five boys had all been 
sent to the workhouse to make bootblacking 
after being charged with vagrancy. This is the 
second major breakout from the workhouse in 
the past year. 


SPACECRAFT LANDING LEADS TO FINE 

Authorities levied a $1,000 fine against an 
intergalactic space alien who landed his 
spacecraft in a potato field off of Scuttle Hole 
Road in the early morning hours of Tuesday. 
According to officials, the space alien was 
unaware of new regulations limiting the landing 
of “flying saucers, starships, time machines, 
etc.” on the South Fork between the hours of 
10 p.m. and 8 a.m. “It’s a new rule,” pointed 
out spokesman Larry Hirsch, “and it will take a 
while for the word to reach other planets.” 4

| Welcome To

f you drive along Route 25 to where 

you enter Southold, you will see a sign 
reading “Welcome to the Village of Southold, 
Founded 1640.” 

But if you drive along Route 27A to where you 
enter Southampton, you will see a sign reading 
“Established 1640. Welcome to the Incorporated 
Village of Southampton. The Oldest English 
Settlement in the State of New York.” 

Obviously, one of these places is First. And 
the other is Second. But just as obviously, both 
of these communities are too stubborn to give 
up on claiming this title. 

One might think that what happened in 1640 
stays in 1640. But that is not the case. As it 
happens, one can easily delve deeply into this 
great divide and find the facts to try to sort out 
who is Number 1 and who is Number 2. But as 
the historians of each of these communities, 
separated as they are by 40 miles of driving, 
say, it depends how you look at it. 

Well, let’s look at it. 

Both groups of settlers came from New 
England. But they were from very different 
parts of New England, and one had no idea that 
the other was coming across Long Island Sound 
to settle at the same time.

Vs. Southold 


The Battle to Determine Which Town Is the Oldest in New York State 


Those who would settle in Southold were 
church-going Puritans from New Haven, 
Connecticut, just a short distance across Long 
Island Sound. You can see the shore from 
one to the other, as you know. The settlers, 
a religious people, knew farming (potatoes, 
parsnips, carrots) and keeping sheep, goats and 
cattle. There had been, before 1640, an advance 
party of strong men who had purchased a long 
stretch of this land from the Corchaug Indians, 
cleared a small part of it, and returned to tell 
their leader, Reverend John Youngs, that the 
land was ready for them. Rev. Youngs then 
organized their church anew and led his flock 
of about two dozen men and women across 
Long Island Sound in a sailing ship to where 
one man—carpenter and adventurer Richard 
Jackson of Massachusetts—had built a house. 
They called this land Yennecott. The settlement 
was laid out in four acre lots. 

The stretch of wooded land the advance men 
had bought, by the way, was quite substantial. 
It stretched from what is today Wading River to 
Orient Point. About 40 miles. They did not think 
small in those days. 

The first thing that Rev. Youngs ordered 
built upon their arrival was a church. It was 
built on the northeast corner of the present- 
day cemetery of the First (Cont'd on next page)

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Church of Southold and it became not only 
the holy centerpiece of the town, but also the 
seat of government and the arsenal. Laws were 
passed. Each citizen had to stand watch over 
the community on a regular schedule. Each 
citizen had to have a gun and ammunition. 
There was a gun rack at the church where the 
parishioners could park guns during services. 

The community also hired a famous Indian 
fighter, John Underhill, and gave him a house to 
live in at the center of the community on Feather 
Hill, but his services were never needed. 

This was a strict, frugal, prudent and law- 
abiding community of farmers. They vested the 
authority of enforcing their laws in the church. 
They followed what they called the Mosaic Code, 
which was the Ten Commandments. Outsiders 
were specifically excluded. Only free white men 
could be part of the Town government. And no 
criticism was brooked. There is an account in 
Town records in 1687 of one Humphrey Norton, 
a Quaker, who was convicted of criticizing 
Reverend Youngs and was, as punishment, 
whipped and branded with the letter “H” on the 
back of his hand. “H” stood for heretic. He was 
then banished from Southold. 

If the settling of Southold was_ sober, 
disciplined and organized, the settling of 
Southampton was the exact opposite. A sloppy 
sort of international politics played itself out in 
the settling of Southampton. 

Prior to 1640, the English occupied New 
England, under the auspices of King Charles 
I. Meanwhile, a settlement on the island of 


Manhattan had been created under the auspices 
of the Dutch. The two places were organized 
very differently. New England was a land of law 
and order and democratic procedures. Nieuw 
Amsterdam, as the Dutch settlement was called, 
was settled as a business. The centerpiece of 
was a fort, which defended the interests of the 
Dutch West India Company, and the purpose of 
it was to be a trading post for fur trappers, for 
the Indians and, incidentally, with the English. 

When the Dutch began expanding outward 
on Long Island to the east to such places as 
Flushing, Hempstead and Brooklyn, the English 
decided to encourage the English settlers in 
New England to establish a colony on the 
eastern end of Long Island to block the advance. 

In 1636 the King requested that the Plymouth 
Colony (also called the Corporation for New 
England) issue a patent to the Earl of Stirling 
for Long Island. In 1636, the Earl gave power 
of attorney to James Farrett to “dispose” of 
the lands. England and Holland were now ona 
collision course, and many think James Farrett 
was instructed to create his English colony as 
close to the most easterly Dutch colony as he 
could without creating an international incident, 
thus stopping the Dutch in their tracks. 

The people who actually did the settling, 
a small group of English Puritans, set sail 
from Lynn, Massachusetts, north of Boston. 
Most were from Lynn, and others were new 
arrivals from England who, it is believed, found 
themselves short of land to set up farms in 
Lynn. Some of the men going on this ship 


contributed between five and fifty pounds and 
so got a proportion of the interest of the vessel, 
and, later, the settlement. 

This ship left Lynn, full of people and 
provisions, sometime in early March 1640. 
They sailed a few days, and did not land at 
Southampton. They landed about 80 miles to 
the west, at Manhasset, in Cow Bay (or Schout’s 
Bay as the Dutch called it). And there they 
learned, by seeing a wooden sign on a tree that 
they were too late. Just a few days earlier, the 
local Indians had signed over the ownership of 
this land to the Dutch. The sign on the tree was a 
coat of arms of the Prince of Orange. Lieutenant 
Howe, the leader of this expedition, pulled this 
sign down. Another member of the expedition 
then drew a scowling face on another piece of 
wood and they put that up. 

Things went very badly for the English after 
that. The local Indian Sachem, Penhawitz, ran 
to the Dutch nearby to tell them some “foreign 
strollers” had arrived at Shout’s Bay and were 
cutting down trees and starting to build houses. 
The Dutch, with guns, led by Commissary 
Van Curler, went to see and as a result later 
recorded that indeed “the arms of the state” had 
been torn down, and that in its place was “an 
unhandsome face, all which aforesaid appeared 
strange to us, being a criminal offense against 
his Majesty and, tending to the disparagement 
of their High Mightinesses.” 

A group of 20 armed Dutchmen then arrived, 
led by Cornelis Van Tienhoven, and he ordered 
all of the English, except (Com

Judge Postpones Decision About Airport. Ordinances Can Go into Effect 6/8

| nee the movie Selma the other day coming 
out from New York City on the Hampton 
Jitney Ambassador. It’s a great movie and in 
many ways, it reminds me of goings on at the 
_East Hampton Airport. You could make a movie 
about the airport story. In both movies, people 
seek. freedom. In Selma the people are the 
downtrodden African-Americans, protesting 
for their rights. And at the East Hampton 
Airport, it’s the helicopter people protesting for 
their rights. 

There are some differences, of course. 

In Selma, it’s about the right to vote. Here 
in East Hampton, it’s about the inalienable 
rights of pilots to land and takeoff helicopters 
wherever and whenever they want, which is 
what they do now. 

In the movie Selma, there is this bridge, 
the Edmund W. Pettus Bridge, which the 
demonstrators want to cross to enter downtown 
Selma. But Martin Luther King is away in 
California making a speech, so the police and 
local vigilantes feel free to just beat up the 
freedom fighters with clubs and baseball bats 
and sticks. It gets all bloody. Martin Luther King 
comes home outraged. 

In East Hampton, the locals pass laws taking 
away helicopter rights. Choppers can only land 


and take off between 7 a.m. and 11 p.m. Noisy 
helicopters are only allowed into town once a 
week. So the freedom-fighting helicopter people 
cross the Montauk Highway and file a lawsuit 
asking a judge for a temporary injunction so 
the local laws can’t go into effect. Then they 
appeal to the FAA. Martin Luther King goes 
to Washington to meet with President Lyndon 
Johnson. That’s the same thing as the helicopter 
people meeting with the FAA. 

Martin Luther King asks the President to 
send in federal troops to keep the locals from 
beating up his people. President Johnson says, 
“Now look Martin, I’ve got my own problems 
here in Washington and I’m doing the best I 
can so why don’t you back off and just stop 
provoking them.” 

King says, “But sir, people are dying.” Johnson 
then just pats King on the back and says he’s 
sure it will work out. Just relax a bit. 

In the East Hampton Airport movie, the head 
of the helicopter people meets with the head of

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for one woman and two children, arrested, and 
brought to jail to await a hearing. 

Here is the account of Cornelis Van Tienhoven. 

“(We) arrived at the clearing on May 15th, 
finding one small house built and another 
unfinished. They were asked what they were 
doing there; by what power or by whose 
authority they presumed to settle on our 
purchased soil, and told that they must show 
their commission. Eight men, one woman and 
a little child made answer that they intended 
to plant there and were authorized thereunto 
by a Scotchman who had gone with their 
commission to Red Hill. Secondly they were 
asked for what reason did they throw down 
their High Mightinesses Arms and set up a fool’s 
face in its stead. To which some answered, the 


escutcheon was cut down by a person who is 
not present; another answered, such was done 
in their presence by order of a Scotchman, 
James Farrett; and he and Lieutenant Howe 
were then at Red Hill.” 

There was a trial two days later in Fort 
Amsterdam, and the upshot was they were 
found not guilty of tearing down the arms of the 
Lords and set at liberty on the condition they 
depart for their own territory and not come 
back without the Director’s express consent. 

After this, the English left and there is no 
more paper trail to tell us what happened 
until December 1640, when an_. official 
document signed by the Indians stating that 
they are hereby selling what was now called 
Southampton to the English. But in this letter,

there is a reference to the fact that the Indians 
had made AN EARLIER verbal agreement in late 
May 1640 to sell Southampton to the English 
and that agreement was hereby confirmed. 

So we know something happened between 
May 1640 and December 1640 regarding the 
settlement at Southampton. But we don’t know 
what or exactly when. 

Southold historians point out that no 
Southampton historian ever disputed that 
Southold came first until about 1820, when 
an article in a newspaper declared that 
Southampton thought they were first. 

Southampton historians point out that on 
that day in late May, the early settlers from 
Lynn got evicted from Manhasset, but their 
goal was to form a settlement on Long Island 
to challenge the Dutch somewhere. Here they 
were at Manhasset, with a boatload of settlers, 
supplies and equipment, and they had settled 
too far west and met the Dutch. Would they 
have gone back to Lynn? Not likely. They were 
loaded up for a landing and would have sailed 


'- east looking for somewhere else. 


We know that, upon landing at Southampton, 
a woman allegedly shouted as she came ashore 
“for conscience sake, we are on dry land once 
more,” and if nobody knows exactly what it 
means, it surely is a cry of happiness that, 
finally, they had gotten somewhere. 

Earlier, scouts had come ashore to ak 
around. They met some friendly Shinnecock 
Indians. It’s only a day’s sail from Manhasset to 
Southampton so it must have been still in late 
May or early June. And the Southold landing did 
not happen until November. 

So Southampton is first? Maybe. 

What we also know is that upon their landing 
in Southampton, the Indians led the settlers 
southward from their landing place (at the 


. spot marked with a monument as “Conscience 


Point”) to a more wooded area about 3 miles to 
the south near where Southampton Hospital is 
today. This is where, with the help of the Indians, 
they dug foundations to live through the winter 
in partially underground huts after which they 
would erect buildings with wood they cut 
down. They did build a church, but they also 
built a “meeting house.” And they went about 
their lives. Later, when the population grew, 
a new downtown was created less than a mile 
west of the original downtown of Southampton, 
And the first one today, by the hospital, is 
called “Old Town” and the second one is today 
called, unceremoniously, “Southampton.” 

And you know the rest. 

Soon after the awkward encounter between 
the Dutch and the English at Manhasset, a 
group of four arbitrators decided there should 
be an invisible line from the most westernmost 
part of Oyster Bay going south to the Atlantic 
Ocean. West of that line would be Dutch land, 
and east would be English land. This was 
in 1650. Fourteen years later, in 1664, the 
English sent a series of gunboats and Men- 
O-War down the Hudson River to demand 
that the Dutch surrender Nieuw Amsterdam. 
Peter Stuyvesant, the Dutch Director-General 
of Nieuw Amsterdam, knew that his men, the 
police, the security people and the employees 
of the Dutch East India Company would be no 
match for the English Navy, and so flew the 
white flag to avoid bloodshed fighting a war he 
could not win. And all the rest is history. &

; Hostess Twinkies Got Bailed Out. Can Greece Do the Same?

do not pretend to understand the problem 

Greece is having with the European Union. 
Who decides Greece’s future? The bankers? So 
bankers are the most powerful force on earth, 
not governments? Is this wrong or what? The 
Greek people, after their government spent 
money they didn’t have for years, are suffering 
terribly. It’s been going on for five years now. 
Can't they go bankrupt? Companies go bankrupt 
all the time. Everything is forgiven. And then 
they start over. 

All this came to mind the other day when, in 
the IGA in East Hampton, I came upon a display 
of Hostess Twinkies. Hostess spent more than 
they took in for years. They went bankrupt. 
And there were no Twinkies anywhere (a few 
exceptions | will get to) for almost a year. Life 
just wasn’t the same without Twinkies. But then 
they got their debts forgiven, and then in 2013 
they came back, better than ever. They even 


have a slogan right on the 10 Twinkies for $3.99 
box. It says, “The Sweetest Comeback in THE 
History of Ever.” Why can’t the banks let Greece 
pull a Twinkie? 

I have looked into this. Here’s what happened 
with the Twinkies. In 2011, Hostess Twinkies 
and all the other products, Ding Dongs, 
Donettes, Devil Dogs, were in terrible trouble. 
They owed huge amounts of money to bankers 
and creditors and the money they made was 
not enough to pay the debts. The straw that 
broke the camel’s back came in November 2012 
when the baker’s union broke off talks for anew 
contract with management. The head of the 
union said now they would strike. 

“Our members decided they were not going 
to take any more abuse from a company they 
have given so much to for so many years,” 
the union head said. “They decided that they 
were not going to agree to another round 
of outrageous wage and benefit cuts and 
give up their pension only to see yet another 


management team fail and Wall Street vulture 
capitalists and ‘restructuring specialists’ walk 
away with untold millions of dollars.” 

Sound like what the European Union is doing 
to Greece? 

In December of that year, Hostess went 
before a judge and said they were going out 
of business. And they did. The 18,500 workers 
at Hostess at that time were just plumb out 
of luck. 

Because of the worldwide reach of Hostess, 
it was still possible, on occasion, to find small 
numbers of Twinkies for sale from time to 
time. They were made in Canada and Mexico 
and some, I think, even came from Egypt. The 
companies there that produced Twinkies on 
license from the Hostess Company in Kansas 


City were still in business. But these cakes were 


just not the same. And they were few and far 
between. I, for one, suffered terribly from the 
lack of a proper Twinkie. 

The — bankruptcy (Continued on next page) 
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judge allowed all the Twinkie trucks to be 
sold off. The 14 factories were shut and those 
they owned sold. The money aquired, a. few 
cents on the dollar, was divided up among 
the creditors. _ 

And then a New York City investment firm with 
a lot of money approached the judge. People 
wanted their Twinkies. The firm, Apollo Global 
Management (run by Leon Black), partnering up 
with Dean Metropoulos who had restructured 
other food companies, agreed that Hostess had 
once been worth a billion dollars, and they’d 
be willing to buy it for $400 million, nearly 40 
cents on the dollar. The judge and the creditors 
took it. And back came the Twinkies, in July of 
2013, everywhere. 

Without trucks or a factory, how could they 
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do this? They opened five factories to replace 
those that had closed. They also changed the 
recipe around. The Twinkie now had fewer 
calories and fat—but more preservatives. In 
taste tests, people could not tell the difference. 
The new Twinkie is slightly less bad for you, 
and will last in its boxes on the shelves for 
about 45 days. This is a much longer shelf life 
than the old Twinkie enjoyed. 
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This longer shelf life also meant they 
could deliver them more cheaply. Before the 
bankruptcy, company drivers in company 
trucks drove Twinkies around to grocery stores 
around the country to sell them direct. Now, 
they could make fewer trips out, leave more 
each trip because the Twinkies would last 
longer and then come back for a re-stock later. In 
addition, they could now sell to big convenience 
store chains, a rising retail category. With 
the old Twinkies and their shorter shelf life, 
the Twinkies didn’t last long enough to be in 
convenience store regional warehouses. Now 
they could. Furthermore, delivery is now being 
handled by independent truckers rather than 
union drivers using company trucks. And all of 
it, from baking to packaging to delivery, is now 
non-union. Hostess can make money this way. 

So Twinkies ARE back! And in fact, last week 
it was reported that Apollo and Metropoulos 
are offering to sell Hostess, perhaps to one of 
the giant baking companies such as Nabisco, 
Kraft or General Foods, for two billion dollars. 
They will make four dollars on each dollar 
they invested if they succeed. But they have 
saved the day. And Twinkies survive, with 
about 1,000 employees instead of 15,000, all 
working for less money, but working. And life 
moves on. 

Can Greece do this? Well, let’s see. It would 
be tough. They’d have to lower the number of 
Greeks in Greece. 14 out of 15 Greeks would be 
forced to emigrate to elsewhere. They'd sell off 
all the cars and trucks and the Acropolis and 
maybe the island of Santorini to raise a few 
Euros on the dollar for the big bad European 
Union. And they’d offer lower paying jobs to 
the few Greeks left. But it would be Greece. 
We'd still have our Greece. And maybe it would 
be an even better Greece if it was shut down 
for a year, as was done with Twinkies. They 
could tempt us with a few Greek enclaves in 
Canada or Mexico or maybe Egypt during the 
shutdown. We'd really appreciate it. But we’d 
know that was not the real thing. 

Nevertheless, the answer is that what works 
for Twinkies won’t work for Greece. | was wrong 
to think that a Twinkie solution might work for 
Greece. It won't. 

Now here’s another bankruptcy happening. 


‘Radio Shack is going out of business. Except 


that Sprint, the prospering telephone company 
has come along, made a deal to partner with 
the company that is buying Radio Shack out of 
bankruptcy, and will keep open about half of all 
the Radio Shack stores with big featured Sprint 
showcases in the front, and some small Radio 
Shacky things being sold in the back. Same 
store, almost same name. 

Could, for example, AT&T buy out Greece and 
do this? It would be worth it for the Acropolis 
naming rights alone. No? 

Well, | still think Greece should not be 
beholden to the European Union. Other 
countries that spend themselves into debt don’t 
pay. Argentina, for one, just didn’t pay what it 
owed. The banks forgave. And they moved on. 

Well, maybe some investment bankers could 
come in, restructure Greece, re-sell it to the 
European Union all fixed up for a hundred 
billion, and, after pocketing half as their profit 
for taking the risk, give the rest to the Greek 
people who have had to suffer through the pain 
of the restructuring. @&

2018. This came as a surprise 
to everyone because PSEG 
L.. has so far done a pretty 
good job and everyone agrees 
they’re a whole lot better in 
delivering power than the 
company they _ replaced, 
LIPA. They’ve upgraded their 
|_ computers, provided better 
E service and they do surveys 
£ that tell us how much we love 
'= them all the time, so we do. 
But then earlier this year, 
PSEG L.I. submitted a big, thick 
report to the State of New York to back up their 
request for this huge 3-year increase, which the 
State must agree with and approve. A decision 
is supposed to be made on June 4, yay or nay. 

This is the first time, to my knowledge, that 
a power company has backed up a request for 
a rate increase with numbers. It has not gone 
over well. We owe it all to a woman named Julia 
Bovey, Long Island director of the Department 
of Public Service, and her staff. They made 
a study of it and found the requested $221 
million hike is about $180 million too high. They 
recommend approval of a measly $47.8 million. 

What she says is that PSEG LI. can save 
$2.1 million by not double-counting expenses 
includingemployee bonuses, not doublecounting 
$3.4 million of Nine-Mile Point decommissioning 
costs, not doing math with high interest rates 
in debt management to save $17.6 million, not 
over-stating offsets for expected inflation for 
$17.6 million, refinancing Shoreham debt with a 
new depreciation formula to save $109 million, 
reducing new spending initiatives saving 
$8.1 million, reducing proposed advertising 
expenses to save $4.4 million, reducing smart- 
meter staff and computer expenses to save $4.8 
million, reducing the tree-trimming budget to 
save $4.3 million and reducing pole expenses 
and maintenance by $6.2 million. 

Bovey credits deputy director Wayne Brindley 
for doing much of the work on the filing. And I 
am sure the PSEG L.I. will be happy to go along 
in the reduction of their proposed increase 
from 3.7% to 0.6%. Bravo, you two!

oneysuckle. I smelled it before I saw the 
bush. I was walking on a street in my 
neighborhood in Springs when, triggered by 
the scent, my mind leapt to a summer’s day 
in Virginia Beach, half a century ago.

as a memory but as a felt sense—what it was to 
be young, to be beautiful, to have it all ahead. A 
teenager, driving in my car with the top down, 
feeling sexy, Santana on the radio. 

It almost made me cry. 

The sky at Clearwater Beach was now 
swathed in gold, magenta and purple, as though 
enormous colorful saris had been draped there 
by the gods. Having lived near this shore for the 
past year, | still marvel at being able to watch 
the sun drop into Gardiners Bay—sunset on the 
sea, a rare sight on the east coast of a continent. 
It was a clear evening. I could see Connecticut, 
a pencil line floating on water. A young Hispanic 
couple sat on a bench watching a small boy play 
ball with an older man, perhaps the grandfather. 
As the child tossed the ball into the bay, the 
older man laughed and spoke to the boy in 
Spanish. The child answered in English, though 
he clearly understood his familial language, and 
squealed with delight as the old man waded 
in, barefoot over rocks and shells, emerging, 
triumphant, with the ball. 

I left Virginia in my late teens and lived in 
faraway lands over the next forty-odd years. | 
had adventures, outer and inner. | had romance. 
I saw the world. Something burned in me. | 
wanted to both stretch my mind and to tame it. I 
looked for answers to big questions and sought 
anyone I thought might have them. I didn’t find 
a philosophy that held up for long, but I had 
a grand time on the search and made a lot of 
friends along the way. 

I am now considered a senior. It seemed to 


happen overnight. Young men, the kind of young 


men whose eyes used to follow me, began calling 
me “ma’am,” if they noticed me at all. I qualify 
for senior discounts at the East Hampton movie 
theater and the IGA on Wednesdays. I don’t get 
through a week without hearing of someone’s 
diagnosis, someone’s death. 

My parents are in their mid-80s, my father 
with Parkinson’s, my mother newly widowed 
with the death of my stepfather. To be older 
than most people in history and to have 
both parents alive, as well, is a particular 
privilege. Though I had moved to Australia, I 
decided it was time to come home, back to the 
East Coast. And here, on the eastern end of 
Long Island, I have found an area hauntingly 
reminiscent of the one of my childhood in 
Virginia. Watery bays, and ocean, and 
honeysuckle in summer. 

Walking back from the beach, I noticed that 
the air at dusk was subtly fragrant with the 
smell, the world entire trying to seduce me into 
the past. As I turned onto my street, I thought I 
might later put the small bouquet | still held in 
my hand on the nightstand by my bed. Perhaps 
the scent would enchant my dreams, remind 
me of those innocent times. Perhaps I would 
pick honeysuckles for the rest of the week and 
surround myself with them day and night. They 
would be my portal to a gentler realm. 

But as I strolled up the drive to my house, 
I gave the now-crumpled flowers one last

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Celebrating Harvest East End with Jamesport Vineyards

ome might think that the harvest is still 

months away in Long Island Wine Country. 
But those in the know will tell you the best 
time to sip your way across the North Fork 
and the Hamptons is in spring -and early 
summer. Ron Goerler, president/winemaker at 
Jamesport Vineyards (Main Road, Jamesport, 
jamesportwines.com) and former president of 
the Long Island Wine Council, gives us the inside 
scoop on top vintages, his new winemaker, 
and the much anticipated summertime bash 
Dan’s Harvest East End, which brings together 
40 vineyards for an unparalleled evening 
celebrating the best of East End wine and food. 

Goerler and family moved to the North Fork 
in 1981 and “bought the farm in Cutchogue 
where we farm 60 acres,” he says. “We were not 
farmers, but the farm had apple orchards and 
was being farmed by various farmers.” 

After going to school for agricultural business 
and soil science, Goerler went into business 
with his father. “My father bought Jamesport 
Vineyards in 1985, and that is when I decided 
to get into the business with him. The area was. 
much different then than it is now. Nobody 
knew or understood how to grow grapes or 
make wine. It was an exciting time because we 
were all learning from each other and there was 
only a handful of us at the time.” 

Goerler recalls the early days—especially 
1988. “That was a hot summer—the vineyards 
were young and so were we. The wines that 
year were the best we had ever made.” Many 


great years would follow, with 1991, 1997, 1998, 


2001, 2005, 2007 and 2010 all bottling notable 
wines. “What makes a great vintage over 
another is the weather and lack of rain. The 
lack of rain will stress the vine and cause the 
vine to struggle and produce small berries and 
make concentrated wines with bigger tannin 
structure. Wines that will age. If the weather 
is cooler and there is more rain, you will have 
unripe fruit and wine that lacks body.” 

Looking forward, Goerler is bullish on East 
End wine. “The region itself continues to grow 
and attract more people every year,” he says. 
What began as a few acres of grapes planted 
in Cutchogue by the Hargraves, establishing 
Hargrave Vineyard (now Castello Di Borghese), 
has become a thriving year-round industry. 
Currently there are more than 3,000 acres of 
grapes planted and there are over 60 wine 
producers. As Goerler says, “The wine keeps 
getting better.” 

Over at Jamesport Vineyards, a new 
winemaker came on the team last season, Dean 
Babiar. “He was making wine over in Italy and 
France and has landed out here on Long Island 
and we are very excited for him.” 

Jamesport Vineyards is always hopping with 
live music on weekends, and it features a wood- 
fired oven, an oyster bar and a wide variety 
of wines for any palate. The Estate Series, 
the flagship collection that includes a Late 
Harvest Riesling and their signature Melange 
de Trois, a blend of Cabernet Sauvignon, Merlot 
and Cabernet franc. The East End Series is a 
collection of crowd favorites including Cinq, 
available as both a red or white table wine, 
Merlot, and Rose made in partnership with SPAT 
(Southold Project in Aquaculture Training). 


Jamesport Vineyard will have 
a number of offerings at Harvest 
East End, where VIP guests are 
in for a particular treat. “We 
are adding a barrel sample 
component this year to taste the 
2014 vintage,” he says. 

“The event keeps getting bigger 
and better,” Goerler adds. “It is 
a gathering of all the best wines 
made on the East End. [Guests] 
can taste over 40 producers under 
one tent. It is also a celebration of 
all the North Fork has to offer— 
restaurants, vendors and, of 
course, Dan’s Papers.” @.

Bracken came up with the One Guitar idea 
in the spring of 2013 while at the monthly 
songwriting workshop he runs. There were 
few musicians in attendance, so after playing 
a couple of songs each, Bracken suggested 
everyone play one more, but with his 1961 
Gibson J45 acoustic guitar—and the idea of 
recording a CD of original songs with that one 
guitar was born. “It is amazing that it has all 
come together. Everyone jumped on board to 
help. The production is naked. This is about 
the song, the performer—and the guitar,” says 
Bracken, who has owned the guitar since the 


mid-’70s. “Because of its age and the wood 
that was used to make it, the Gibson J45 has a 
special sound quality.” 

“The musicians and the guitar § are 
phenomenal,” says musician/songwriter Chuck 
Finch. “When listening to the album, some 
people are going to park the guitar and listen to 
the song.

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Jamesport Man Selected for Elite Marine Unit

amesport resident Private First Class Kevin 

H. Thomas completed Marine Corps boot 
camp on May 8 as “Honor Graduate,” the top 
grad in his company of more than 300 recruits. 

Pfc. Thomas, who graduated Riverhead’s 
McGann-Mercy High School in 2013, was an ex- 
emplary recruit throughout his 13 weeks of rig- 
orous training at Marine Corps Recruit Depot 
Parris Island, SC, according to his Riverhead- 
based USMC recruiter, Sgt. Pablo Abad. “He was 
Guide from day one until day 90,” Sgt. Abad says, 
explaining that it’s very rare for a recruit to con- 
sistently maintain the Guide position—leading 
the platoon and carrying its flag—let alone hold 
it for the duration of boot camp. 

“Kevin went into boot camp with the goal 
of being an honor graduate,” his mother, 
Dawn Thomas, says. “Every choice he made 
was consistent with the goal, so in the end he 
was successful.” 

“He’s a true leader,” Sgt. Abad says, point- 
ing out that Pfc. Thomas has always displayed 
the character and demeanor for success in the 
Marines. It is these qualities, not just physical 
prowess, that led his drill instructors to select 
him as the Honor Graduate of Platoon 2037, 
Echo Company, 2nd Recruit Training Battalion. 

Pfc. Thomas’s mother says her son, the sec- 
ond of four children, always excelled at what 
he wanted to do, but that effort would often 
falter with things he didn’t want to do. “As a 
Marine recruit Kevin had to put it all out there 
and did many things he did not want to do, but 
he did them at 100%,” she says. “He changed in 
that respect.” 

During his training in what Sgt. Abad calls 
“the toughest boot camp this country has to 
offer,” Pfc. Thomas underwent weeks of strenu- 
ous physical training, while learning martial 
arts, swimming skills, Marine Corps history and 
values, first aid, weapons handling, marksman- 
ship and even the dreaded gas chamber train- 
ing, where recruits must endure the effects of 
tear gas. 

“Going through that experience he learned 
there is no limit to what you can do if you give 
it your all—no matter what,” Ms. Thomas says. 
“That’s a hard thing to do, but the Marine Corps 
helped him get there.” 

Following the difficult “90-day adventure” and 
his graduation ceremony, Pfc. Thomas enjoyed 
10 days of leave with his family in Jamesport. 
On Monday, he left for Camp Pendleton in San 
Diego, CA, where he will begin the hard road 
to becoming a Reconnaissance Marine, part of 
USMC Force Recon, a special operations divi- 
sion of the Corps reserves for only their most 
elite and capable soldiers. “He is the only one 
I actually submitted for Reconnaissance,” Sgt. 
Abad says, revealing his faith in Pfc. Thomas’s 
abilities. “They are highly trained individuals... 
the guys on the posters,” he adds, conjuring im- 
ages of the Marines from TV commercials. 

While most of his class remains on the East 
Coast, Pfc. Thomas begins advanced training at 
the Marines’ School of Infantry West at Camp 
Pendleton. From there, he’ll move to Coronado, 
CA for reconnaissance training. 

As a Recon Marine, Pfc. Thomas will be part of 
one of the world’s most elite fighting forces and 
carry out special missions around the globe. 


Akin to Delta Force and Navy Seals, 
Force Recon soldiers often work in- 
dependently behind enemy lines, 
engaging in unconventional opera- 
tions to support conventional war- 
fare units. 

Marines are typically considered 
the United States’ first responders, 
the tip of the spear, and Recon Ma- 
rines are the best of this already 
mighty brotherhood. 

Throughout what could be a very 
long career, Pfc. Thomas will never 
stop training, learning increasingly 
specialized skills as he progresses. 

Pfc. Thomas’s mother says his

family is extremely proud of him. “It 
is an amazing thing to see so many 
young patriots making this choice,” 
she says, while acknowledging the 
inherent dangers of the job. “These 
young men and women are ready 
for whatever comes their way,” Ms. 
Thomas points out. “In the end, it 
was what he wanted to do, so our 
family is 100% supportive.”

f summer in the Hamptons is one big féte, 


then there’s no better way to kick off the- 


start of the season than with the Ultimate Party 
Band—the B-52s. 

Best known for their chart-topping hits “Rock 
Lobster,” “Love Shack” and “Roam,” the B-52s 
have been rocking the American sound waves 
since 1976, and they'll take the Westhampton 
Beach Performing Arts Center on May 23. 

The key to the band’s longevity? “Original 
material and being egalitarian,” says B-52s 
frontman Fred Schneider.

Schneider now lives in Wainscott year-round, 
joining the B-52s on their select tour dates and 
playing with the Superions, an electronic/pop/ 
comedy band he founded in 2006. “I like the

with the Superions, because it’s painless. We 
hit on something and burst out laughing,” says 
Schneider of his favorite aspect of being in the 
music world. “We do ridiculous music with a 
straight face.” 
When not touring or collaborating, Schneider 
takes up traditional East End pastimes. “[I play] 
mad beach volleyball, but I haven’t done it in 
awhile,” says Schneider. And, he wants to take 
up gardening, but admits “I don’t know what the 
hell I’m going to do with the stuff I’ve bought!”

Many 
of the B-52s’ songs were born of similar random 
encounters, as the friends found inspiration in 
everyday occurrences. Or, as Schneider says, 
from “true stories that never happened.” 

The show at WHBPAC will be “the best show 
people have ever seen, because it’s the B-52s 
and we give it our all,” says Schneider, who 
will be performing with Pierson and Wilson, as 
Strickland has decided to stop touring with the 
band. “People will be up singing and dancing.” 
The B-52s will play their classics, in addition to 
material from more recent albums. The B-52s 
latest addition to their repertoire is Funplex, 
which was released in 2008, and Schneider 
refers to those songs as some of his favorites. 

“There’s been so many great moments,” says 
Schneider of his B-52s career. “[We’ve been able 
to] meet people who were our idols growing up 
and get the respect of our peers.” 

The B-52s have a number of other shows 
across the country this summer, but Schneider 
plans on spending the time he has Out East 
relaxing and working on his volleyball game. “If

musician only had just a 20-minute slot to 
record two possible songs for the album. “This 
album was created with the old school way of: 
recording,” says Mick Hargreaves, recording 
engineer and owner of Lantern Sound Recording 
Rig. “I set up the recording rig right in the 
center of the sanctuary of the church. The 
center of the sanctuary is the reverb sweet 
spot.” Hargreaves explains that reverb adds 
depth and fullness to sound. It is created when 
sound is reflected off multiple surfaces. “The 
surrounding becomes part of the recording, 
essentially another instrument. Digital reverb is 
what everyone uses nowadays. This album uses 
natural reverb.”

“Yung Jake: Twisted Metal III,” 
a solo exhibition featuring a 
selection of new works from 
his series on metal. Motifs have been distorted, 
manipulated and applied in the form of vinyl wrap 
to the surface of found scrap metal, resulting in a 
present-day readymade that embraces both the 
digital world and conceptual art, while illuminating 
the overlooked, discarded artifacts of our culture. It 
will be on view through June 21. 

Following Yung Jake’s artistic career is like 
chasing a moving target—he develops an idea and 
then switches it up at a pace that only a device- 
addicted generation can possibly keep up with. 
In January his emoji-rendered celebrity portraits 
went viral—capturing the attention of artnews.com, 
bbcnews.com, theguardian.com, vice.com, people. 
com, huffingtonpost.com, today.com, mtv.com, even 
BusinesslInsider.com, as well as both print and online 
editions of Time Magazine and Wired. 

Yung Jake was born in Sag Harbor to an 
artistic family—his (Continued on page 132)

gallerist brother, Tripoli Patterson, who started a 
contemporary art gallery in Southampton opened 
the large East Hampton site last month. Their sister 
Matisse Patterson is also an artist. Jake attended 
CalArts—the art school founded by Walt Disney that 
gave rise to a wave of 1970s artist like David Salle, 
Jack Goldstein, Ross Bleckner and Matt Mullican, 
under a faculty led by John Baldessari, Michael Asher 
and Douglas Heubler—Conceptualists from which a 
lot of today’s contemporary art can be traced. Yung 
Jake’s work is conceptual at heart. After all, it is his 
constant outpouring of ideas that materializes into 
whatever it is he’s doing—be it paintings on vinyl 
wrapped around found metal or TV monitor drawings, 
rap performances or interactive music videos. He 
clearly knows technology, how to manipulate it and 
how to make it work for him. If the medium for what 
he’s striving to express doesn’t exist, he’ll find a way 
to construct it.

They captured 
the attention of well-known curator Klaus 
Kertess, one of his first collectors, who 
included him in “The Annual Hamptons 
Show,” at The Fireplace Project in 2008. ga 


Yung Jake gained recognition through 
his videos “Datamosh” (2011) and 
“E.m.bed.de/d” (2012)—both 
premiered at Sundance Film Festival 
in 2013. Type “E.m-bed.de/d,” into 
your browser and watch it take 
over your screen. Yung Jake has 
perhaps given new meaning to “site 
specific’—the site being the internet— 
available and attainable to the masses, 
with certain elements only 
understood by some. 

Currently living and working in Los 
Angeles, his music video “Unfollow” premiered 
at the Museum of Contemporary Art (MOCA) 
in 2014, which coincided with a performance 
streaming his internet content. 

In an interview with The Creators Project (part 
of Vice), he texted, his preferred mode of 
communication for interviews, “‘Unfollow’ 
is a music video about being haunted by 
the shadows of a relationship through 
the accessibility and abundance of 
social media. The unfollow button is the 
only tool we have to move on. Still, the 
spread of imagery brings us back to the 
past. ‘Unfollow’ takes us on a journey 
through our devices showing how hard 
it is to escape unwanted information.” 
He performed again in 2014 at MOCA’s 
Step and Repeat, organized by 
MOCAtv creative director Emma 
Reeves and MOCA senior curator

Hal Buckner 
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Funny, Engaging Novels for Age 8 And Way Up 
SEANIROSEN

Jeff Baron and the fictional 
Sean Rosen share bio credits 
on the back flap of Sean Rosen 
Is Not For Sale, 2014 (an earlier 
book, / Represent Sean Rosen, 
2013, has just come out in 
paperback). While Baron lives 
in New York, when he’s not on 
Shelter Island, Rosen “doesn’t 
want you to know where he 

=“ lives.” Once you get started on 
either book (order not crucial), however, you’ll know 
why. You'll laugh at and admire 13-year-old Sean’s 
antics and appreciate Baron’s delicious humor and 
playful imagination. Baron says he conceived of 
the Sean books for adults, but let his publisher, 
Greenwillow/HarperCollins, convince him otherwise, 
saying that they were for kids because they center 
on life in middle school. The publishers were right, 
Baron says, though the good news is that teachers 
and parents as well as third graders on up can all 
delight in what Baron has wrought. The books work 
on all levels—young, YA (young adult) and adult, 
and they opened up a new professional area for the 
multi-talented Baron whose impressive résumé, until 
Sean, reflected only the adult world. His best-known 
work, the moving, serio-comic stage play, Visiting Mr. 
Green, is about an 86-year-old widower. 

Working with middle school teachers and principals 
and school and area librarians to fashion creative 
writing programs based on Sean’s passion to be a 
screenwriter, Baron couldn’t feel more at home. This 
past November he was a panelist at The National 
Council of Teachers of English annual convention 
where he spoke about Sean-inspired projects, some 


of which can be seen on YouTube 
and on Sean’s website, seanrosen. 
com—podcasts about donuts, 
hair, dogs, the post office and 
his cousin’s bar mitzvah—which 
further the fictional fun. 

The books and the podcasts are 
already part of the Ardsley Middle 
School seventh grade curriculum, 
and Baron is especially pleased 
with the involvement of the 
school librarian Jean Mancuso— 
for creating a lively community 
learning center in the library, a 
place that in his day was “a ghost 
town where you were sent once a 
year to learn the Dewey Decimal 
System.” (Adults will groan with 
remembrances of library tours 
past). Baron says that he hears 
from kids constantly about Sean’s 
exploits. Parents and teachers tell 
him that boys, who tend to read less than girls, 
feel connected to Sean. He speaks to them, and he 
speaks like them. There aren’t many books for boys 
that aren’t about sports or combat. The stories also 
subtly engage ethical issues, Baron notes, problems 
that come up at school and at home. Though Sean is 
secretive about his Hollywood ambitions, not telling 
his family, his first-person narration lets the reader 
in on his inner thoughts, fantasies and fears. 

From the opening lines, it’s clear that Baron’s 
books are realistic and engaging, without ever being 
precious or contrived, an amazing achievement for a 
writer who is relatively new to children’s literature. 
An accomplished screenwriter, filmmaker, librettist, 
journalist and playwright (Visiting Mr. Green, which 


premiered with Eli Wallach, has 
so far had over 400 productions 
in 43 countries), Baron says he 
had never written a novel before 
I Represent Sean Rosen, but that 
once Sean’s voice popped into his 
head and he started talking, that 
was it. Though at first he wondered 
if a book about a kid who wants to 
write a Hollywood script would 
fly because it includes mature 
stuff about contracts, deals, 
public relations and studio exec 
behavior, he didn’t have to wonder 
for long. The very fact that Sean 
takes on the adult world is the 
book’s charm. Kids today, Baron 
notes, are more savvy about the 
adult world than he was—they’re 
“much more entrepreneurial.” 

At Ardsley, all 160 seventh 
graders, including special ed kids, 
get involved in the Sean-related projects. Like Sean, 
they interview family members or older relatives 
or family friends about what seventh grade was 
like when they were kids. “Using tools I use myself 
as a writer,” Baron says, “the students analyze the 
interviews and they each create a character based 
on their grandparent in seventh grade.” Then in 
groups of four, they write and perform an original 
play, using those characters, in period dress. Baron 
also teaches the kids how to pitch ideas, Hollywood 
style, and gives them feedback and suggestions “the 
way a studio executive would.” It all continues to be, 
he is delighted to report, “a blast.” Parents should 
not wait for summer vacation to suggest these books 
to their children. @B.

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Paula Poundstone Returns to Bay Street May 23

| aula Poundstone, a regular to Bay Street Theater, 
is kicking off the Sag Harbor venue’s 2015 
Comedy Club season with a stand-up performance 
Memorial Day weekend. 

“The Bay Street Theater’s great, and I get to be 
in the Roddy McDowall-themed dressing room,” 
Poundstone says with excitement. 

The late Roddy McDowall, known for his many 
roles in the Planet of the Apes franchise, was a 
patron of the nonprofit theater. Photos of McDowall 
grace the walls of the Bay Street green room, and 
Poundstone gets a kick out of it. “It’s really the 
only one of its kind in the country that I know of,” 
Poundstone says from her home in Santa Monica. 

In addition to traveling all over the country for 
stand-up gigs, Poundstone is a regular panelist 
on Wait Wait...Don't Tell Me!, the Chicago-based 
news quiz show that’s the most listened-to NPR 
program. 

Wherever she is performing, Poundstone stands 
out with her colorful, bold suits and ties, a style 
choice that she’s stuck with for a quarter century. 

“| think I was on some sort of drugs at the time,” 
she says of the first occasion a tie caught her eye. “I 
had laryngitis and I was about to tape a show, and I 
totally lost my voice. I had to go to an ear, nose and 
throat person and I must have gotten some sort of 
a shot. Maybe it made the tie look better to me—I 
don’t know.” 

She also considers the time period the heyday of 
ties. “I happened to stumble onto the accessory of 
neckties in years when they were really sort of cool 
and adventurous fabrics,” Poundstone says. “And 
now when I go into a tie store, | don’t see anything 
that falls into that category.” 


She likes wearing suits because it’s easy. It’s like 
putting on a uniform; there’s no need to mix and 
match. 

“I had a few made, because you don’t find just what 
I like on the rack anymore. I like a long jacket to cover 
up my big butt for one thing. I like big, baggy pants.” 
She quips that she never feels at risk of outgrowing 
her clothes. 

She admits her wardrobe requests are perplexing 
for tailors. She recalls before one show, “I wanted a 
jacket the length that Moe often wore them on The 
Three Stooges. And I’m fairly certain, at least for this 
wardrobe person, that I’m the only person who ever 
turned to the Stooges as fashion models.” 

Not only does she like to dress like a Stooge, she 
is a fan, “I like silly, silly’s good. They’re giants in the 
world of silly.” 

“Silly” is apropos to describe Poundstone’s act. 
She aims for the experience to be joyful and fun, and 
never puts on the same show twice. Between jokes 
and storytelling she interviews audience members 
and riffs—in a good-natured way. She’s never mean- 
spirited, and never tries to embarrass anyone. 

“That’s not what the night’s about,” she says. “My 
goal is for everyone to have a good time. Honestly, 
my goal is for everyone to—at least once during the 
evening—fear incontinence. That’s my real goal.” 

Most lists of the greatest stand-up comics include 
Poundstone, and she holds the distinction of being 
the first solo woman to host the White House 
Correspondents Dinner. She emceed in 1992, which 
was President George Bush’s last dinner, and she 
twice performed for President Bill Clinton during A 
Gala for the President at the Ford’s Theatre. 

Poundstone is also an occasional voice actress, 
and will be in the upcoming Disney Pixar film 
Inside Out, about the personified emotions and traits

inside a girl’s head. 

“Me and another guy play the forgetters,” 
Poundstone explains. “We’re the parts of the brain 
that do the forgetting. And, honestly, it’s typecasting. 
My kids thought it was so funny, because my short- 
term memory is pretty much shot and has been for 


years.” £2

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Magical Jews in the Harbor May 28

beautiful woman steps onto the stage. A tail- 

coated magician pretends to coax her—maybe 
through gentle hypnosis—to lie down on a table. 
Then, in full view of a rapt audience, the magician 
proceeds to saw the beautiful woman in half. The 
audience, while they doubtless know that what 
they're seeing is an illusion, can’t stop watching: 
maybe this time the stunt will go wrong, or they’ll 
finally be able to figure out how it’s done—or 
perhaps they just like the whole spectacle. 

While nobody really knows what makes the sawing- 
a-woman-in-half illusion so compelling, we do know 
that the classic trick was premiered in the U.S. in 
1921, brought to the stage by Hyman Goldstein, a 
Jewish immigrant of Polish descent who performed 
under the name Horace Goldin. Goldin is one of the 
superstar magicians to be discussed in “Magical 
Jews,” a presentation by author and magician Allan 
Kronzek taking place at Temple Adas Israel in Sag 
Harbor May 28 and at the 92nd Street Y in New York 
on June 1. The Sag Harbor presentation is free, with 
a suggested donation of $10, and will start at 8 p.m. 
The show is appropriate for ages 15 and up. 

“Goldin’s sawing-a-woman-in-half trick became a 
craze,” says Kronzek, a Sag Harbor resident who has 
written several books about magic and who presents 
regularly on the history and lore of performance 
magic. “People couldn’t get enough of it.” According 
to Kronzek, Goldin’s fellow illusionists devised 
embellishments and variations on Goldin’s basic 
formula, and they packed vaudeville theaters across 
the country. Among the numerous slides Kronzek 
uses to illustrate Magical Jews is one of a classic 
poster showing Goldin himself preparing to bisect a 
woman using a whirling buzz saw. 


Magical Jews is an overview 
of a broad swath of Jewish 
magicians and illusionists who 
were active in the mid-19th 
through the early 20th century. 
Some of them, like Harry 
Houdini (who was _ actually 
more of an escape artist than 
a magician), are still household 
names, while others, like Nate 
Leipzig, have been all ‘but 
forgotten. Some of them, like 
Alexander Herrmann, were 
born into families of famous 
magicians, while others, like 
the aforementioned Horace 
Goldin, came from _ non- 
magical backgrounds. Their 
Jewishness, according to 
Kronzek, didn’t necessarily 
have any direct effect on their 
acts—there’s nothing in Jewish 
culture that relates to sawing 
women in half, for example— 


but their Jewishness might well An actual Houdini poster 
have influenced their choice of 
magic as a career. 

“Jews were disproportionately represented 
in magic mainly because it was open to Jews,” 
says Kronzek. He likens it to other forms of show 
business that were emerging as mass entertainment 
along with magic—popular song, musical comedy 
and, eventually, film—and in which Jews were also 
particularly active because they wouldn’t encounter 
the traditional barriers to entry they found in other 
fields at the time. 

At the same time, it could be argued that Harry 


Houdini’s famous escape 
act, which featured Houdini 
triumphing over ever more 
perilous circumstances, 
served as a metaphor for an 
experience shared by most 
Jews—the experience of being 
an immigrant. 

“Houdini was the _ little 
guy, the self-liberator,” says 
Kronzek. “He characterizes 
conflict and _ struggle, and 
huge forces set up against the 
individual.” It’s not hard to see 
in Houdini’s act the struggles 
of Jewish immigrants—not only 
their escape from oppression 
and poverty in Europe, but 
also the continuing struggle 
against adversity in America.

Celebrate Decoration Day with Flowers 


BY JEANELLE MYERS 


Peonies and bearded iris 
were blooming on Decoration 
Day (ow called Memorial 
Day) when I was a girl. And 
it was the day to “decorate 
the graves”—no parties, no 
guests from out of town, no 
eres picnics or barbeque. It was 
GARDEN a solemn day, nota special 
- weekend. Perhaps because 
the Second World War was 

still so significant to so many people. 

Women did not cut flowers from their gardens for 
the house—maybe for the church. But on this day, 
my aunts and grandmother would cut their iris and 
peonies and share with each other until each woman 
had enough mixed bouquets to fill enough fruit jars 
to place one on each grave she needed to decorate. 
_ My sisters and | sat in the backseat of the car with 
jars of flowers in boxes and had been directed by 
mom to keep them upright and stop them from 
spilling; a es chore for small girls. 


There was no 
frivolity allowed in 
the backseat. We 


were going to honor 

the people who were 

dead: my grandparents 

who were killed in a 

car crash when my 

dad was a boy, my 
cousin’s twin who died 
when he was a baby, 
my uncle John, two 
of my mom’s cousins 

and the husband of a 

family friend. This was 

a day for sadness and 

grief and remembrance 
of people who were 

absent from our lives. 
= There were a lot of 
dle in fhe graveyard—that’ s what we called it— 
d ing the same thing. 

_ Many graves had an official-looking stand with an 
American flag by the headstone and these seemed to 
get more attention than those without flags. 

People stayed until the men from the VFW came 
and performed a ceremony in the middle of the 
cemetery where there was a statue. They carried 
flags and did special marching steps. I did not 
understand their place in the ritual of placing fruit 
jars of flowers on the graves of dead people. 

Later, after my father died as a result of an injury 
he had received in the war, my sisters and | marched 
with the VFW. My father got one of those medals 
and a flag by his grave. Then I understood that the 
special marching and the flags were to honor people 
who were veterans of all of the wars in this country. 
And when | looked at all the graves with flags, it made 
me even sadder to think that these people had “died 
before their time.” 

After a few days the women picked up the fruit jars 
to be used to preserve food for the winter. 

Peonies and bearded iris are two of my very 
favorite flowers in spite of their role in the solemnity 
of Decoration Day and all that it meant. I see the first 
buds of early iris and the beginning buds of peonies 
as I work in my client’s gardens. There are so many 
more varieties of both now. When I was a girl my 
mother had a brownish iris that was considered very 
exotic! And my grandmother had a white peony that

was bigger than any other in the cemetery bouquets. 

A tour of Klem’s Song Sparrow (yes, that is the 
name of the nursery) online or Shreiners Iris Gardens 
online is a tempting excursion. I looked at each in 
the winter—dangerous—as I made two very long 
lists of “needed” plants. Fortunately, I did not place 
the order. 


This weekend is considered the beginning of 
summer, but for many it is also a time for solemn 
and respectful remembering. £8.

Eating farm-raised salmon 
has been an issue for years 
due to the potentially harmful 
feed given to salmon for color 
enhancement. Yet salmon, one 
of our most popular finfish, is 
an excellent source of omega- 
3 fatty acids. 

According to Greg Morgese 
of Cor-J Seafood in Hampton 
Bays, several species of 
fresh wild salmon such as King, Coho and Sockeye 
should be available at this time of year, from Alaska, 
Washington, Oregon, and Northern California. They 
may vary in taste as the troll King salmon is a little 
fattier (and richer) than the Coho and Sockeye. 
The King and Coho tend to be more expensive. To 
distinguish between the fish the Sockeye is prettier 
as it’s very red in color while the Coho and King are 
more orange in color. 

Whichever salmon you decide to prepare, cook 
the fillets in a preheated cast iron skillet, as in the 
method below, for an incredibly soft, silky texture. 
Enjoy!

This inspired and tasty dish, incorporating wild 
salmon fillets over a bed of sautéed zucchini, grape 
tomatoes and herbs, is sure to please.

For the Succotash 
2 tablespoons extra-virgin olive oil 
1 large red onion, finely chopped 


1 large garlic clove, finely chopped 

2 narrow oct alduas scrubbed, trimmed and 
diced — 

2/3 cup yellow and red grape tomatoes, whole 
or halved 

1 1/2 teaspoons balsamic vinegar 

Kosher salt and freshly ground pepper to 
taste 

2 to 3 tablespoons thinly sliced chives 

2 teaspoons fresh thyme leaves 

1 tablespoon unsalted butter 

1 ounce sorrel leaves, about two tablespoons, 
julienne 


For the salmon 

4 6-ounce fillets wild salmon with skin 
kosher salt and freshly ground pepper 
extra virgin olive oil 

whole chives for garnish 

sea salt garnish (optional)

Heat the oil in a skillet and add the red Salmon isa summer delight 


onion. Sauté for 2 to 3 minutes and add the 
garlic; stir to mix for another minute or so. Add 
the zucchini and sauté for 4 to 5 minutes, stirring 
occasionally. Stir in the balsamic vinegar, season 
the mixture with salt and pepper, add herbs and stir 
to mix. 

Push the vegetables to the side of the pan; add the 
butter and the sorrel leaves. Stir the sorrel into the 
melted butter until the sorrel melts. Stir the sorrel 
into the vegetable mixture and taste for seasoning. 
Remove from heat and set aside. Can be prepared up 
to up two hours ahead or longer if refrigerated. 

Preheat oven to 425° 

When ready to serve, season the salmon fillets 
generously with salt and pepper then drizzle with 


olive oil. Preheat a heavy skillet, preferably cast iron 


for 5 minutes over medium heat. Put the salmon fillets 
into the pan skin-side up for 3 minutes until flesh is 
crusty and golden brown. Turn over the fillets and 
spoon the olive oil drippings over the salmon, then 


transfer to the preheated oven to roast for 5 minutes. © 


Meanwhile spoon an equal amount of succotash 
centered on warm dinner plates and transfer salmon 
fillets on top. Garnish with crisscrossed chives 
and a light sprinkle of sea salt if using, and serve 
at once. 

This flavorful zucchini and tomato succotash 
may be prepared hours ahead and simply reheated 
for serving. ga
